EARLY DAYS OF WASHOE COUNTY. 


Intereettof Historic*! Reminiscences—Com»iri. 


ion of the Put and fiewst—Change B—The 
Harch of Progrost—Etc. 


In the early 
days of Washoe 


county, when Go?. Jas. W. Nye had 
appointed F. H. Burroughs, H. F. 
Pierce and 0. C. Smith to ret as 
County Commissioners and take the 
necessary steps to call an election in 
Washoe county, and fully organize 
the county 
under 
tha laws of 


Nevada Territory—in those days the 
business of the county was quite dif- 
ferent from the business ol the pres- 
ent day. 


In 1862 the Ophir mill and redno- 


works, at that time by far the best in 
the State, was located at the town of 
Ophir, and was in full blast, thereby 
creating a great deal of local bus'ness 
in the shape of freighting, hauling 
ore from the mine to the mill, and 
ou return the teams would 
freight 


timbers and wood to tha mine. Those 
were the palmy days of Geo. W. 
Hepperly, who was the chief among 
the "bull whackers" at Washoe City. 
The Legislature, in the Fall of 1861, 
had passed a law making Washoe 
City the county seat of Washoe coun- 
ty, and soon thereafter the business 
of Washoe Valley 1 egan to concen- 
trate at Washoe City. The old Ophir 
grade leading to Virginia had been 
completed, and shortly after it was 
completed tho number of teams that 
were daily passing and re-passing, 
on their way to and from Virginia 
City, was astonishing. At that time 
the mountains to the west of Washoe 
Valley wero the main source from 
whence the Comstock drew its supply 
of wood and timber. Soon after this 
tho Atchison mill, the Manhattan 
mill, the New York mill, the North 
mill, the Buckeye mill, the Temilic 
mill, the Napa mill and the Alfred 
mill, all of them quartz mills, at or 
near W.isboe City, were built. The 
Ophir mill at Ophir, and the Dall 
mill at Frankto.vn, were large fine 
mills, using the "Barrell process" 
with large roasting furnaces attached. 
Tha result was a very large number 
of ox teams, mule teams and horse 
teams were constantly employed in 
hauling timber and wood to the Com- 
stock mines, returning with ore for 
mills and reduction works in Washoe 
Valley. A little later the English 
mill near the town of Reno was built, 
but this mill never seemed to pros- 
per like the others. A largo number 
of saw mills were also built in the 
taonutaina to the west of Washoe 
Valley, extending along the eastern 
slope to Crystal Peak on the Truckee 
river. These different improvements 
necessarily caused a very large trade, 
in the different branches of industry, 
to spring up in Washoo county, and 
the county soon began to assume the 
appearance of permanency. A small 
but very neat church was built at 
Washoe City. A largo aud commo- 
dious Court House of brick was also 
built, a jail constructed, and some 
eight or teu substantial brick build- 
ings were erected at Wushoe City. 
In a few years a gradual and almost 
mysterious change came over Washoo 
county. The C. P. E. E. was com- 
pleted to Eeno, causing a great deal 
of business to concentrata at the 
north end of the county, on the 
Truekee river. Soon after this the 
V. & T. E. E. was completed from 
Virginia City to Carson, carrying 
ores to the Carson river mills and 
returning with wood, lumber and 
timbers from the Sierras in the vi- 
cinity of Carson. 


These two great monopolies—the 


Union Mill and Mining Co. and the 
Virginia and Truckee Ifcilroail Com- 
pany, soon monopolized the leading 
industries which had hitherto given 
life and prosperity to Washoe county 
and the bulk of the traie and traffic 
which had been fostered and built 
up by the overshadowing mining 
interest of the Comstock. was shifted 
into another channel and away from 
Washoe county. 
The 
result was 


that the total valuation of taxabl 
property in Washoe Co , in a short 
time fell from three million to les.' 
than two million. All of the quartz 
mills in the county (except the Au- 
burn mill) were torn down and car- 
ried away. In 1S73 theV. JtT. E. E. 
was completed from Carson tc Eeno. 
This caused anotner great change in 
the business and traffic which hail 
been up at the north, end of th 
county while the bu:iiess at th • 
south end was drooping and deo.iv- 
ing, and Ctirson secnier! to be th« 
coming town in the future. 
The im- 


mense freighting and .staging bnsi- 
| ness, with headquarters at Eeno. was 
! instantly swept away, and Eeao at 
once became a dull town, and many 


j predicted that Eeno would go into r. 


j decline like some other towus in 


Washoe county, but Eeno didu't de 


: cline worth a cent. 
Her business 


1 men never lost faith; they were en 


terprisLcg and public spirited. In' 
Jane, 1871, the county seat was re- 
moved from Washoe City to Eeno. 
That w&s the death blow to Washo: 
City, and Eeno gained a great advan- 
tage in becoming the county scat. 
After tha V. <k T. B. E. had been 
completed to Eeno new enterprises 
were developed. 
Some six or seven 


wood and timber flumes have been 
constructed, conveying 
wood and 


timber from high np on the sides of 
onr mountains to the railroad. Dur- 
ing the past few years Mackay 
«fc 


Fair's flume, which dumps wood and 
timber on the V. & T. E. E. at Huffa- 
ker's, has been doing an immense 
business, famishing employment for 
nearly a thousand men, and monthly 
distributing throughout the county a 
large sum of money. The new State 
Prison near Eeno, which has been 
partially completed, has been a great 
stimulant to the rapid growth of 
Eeno; in fact, so great has been tha 
growth of Eeno for the past few 
years that it has nearly if not quite 
doubled its size and its population. 
Its registered voters reach nearly one 
thousand. 
Its school children num- 


ber five hundred or more. 
A fins 


seminary to the north of the town, 
for tho education of young ladies, 
has been established and the school 
is at present in a very flourishing 
condition, under the auspices of the 
Episcopal denomination. 
Another 


fine school under the auspices of the 
Catholic denomination has been es- 
tablished 
at 
Eerjo. 
Five 
dif- 


ferent churches have been built and 
are all in a flourishing condition. 
The Masonic order have built a fine 
brick building for their hall. 
The 


Odd Fellows have also constructed 
an elegant building for their hal!. A 
public school house with five large 
commodious rooms therein. A large 
fine Court House has been built, 
suitable to the growing wants of the 
county. 
During the past yaar an 


elegant iron bridge has been con- 
structed over the Truckee river at 
Eeno, costing about sixteen thousand 
dollars. 
An association has been in- 


corporated for the purpose of slaugh- 
tering and shipping meat by rail to 
other markets, which promises to te 
a great success. 
Besides this most 


all of tho public- lands throughout 
Truckee Meadows have, within the 
past few years, been tnken up and 
are gradually being converted into 
magnificent "clover blooms," making 
elegant homes for persons who de- 
sire to become "grangers." 
Numer- 


ous water ditches are being con- 
structed for taking water from the 
Truckee river and distributing the 
same over the waste desert lands of 
Washoe county, making it blossom 
and bloom like the rose. TheNevada 
State Agricultural Society has been 
established at Eeno and has become 
a permanent institution. A fine race 
track with suitable buildings and en- 
closures has been constructed, and 
the State Fairs have hitherto been 
well attended and a decided success. 
The notable structures at the south 
end of the county are the celebrated 
Bowers Mansion, now owned by our 
townsman M. C. Lake, and the Win- 
ters Mansion, near Washoe City. 
They hava become old landmarks. 
With tha many superior advantages 
and the numerous new enterprises 
now in embryo, but which will soon 
be vitalized into life, with taxable 
propeiiyjconstantly increasing and to- 
day aggregating nearly four millions. 
and a voting population nearly twice 
as large as it was a few years ago, we 
feel fully assured in saying that, in 
the near future, Washoe will be the 
fairest, the most prosperous and the 
wealthiest county in the State, and 
that Reno will be tho largest, the 
most enterprising and prosperous 
town in Nevada.

ECLIPSES IN THE YEAR 1878. 


In the 3 ear 1878 there will be four 


eclipses, two of the sun and two of 
the moon; and a transit 'of Mercury 
over the fun's disc. 


I. An annular eclipse of the Sun, 


February 2d. Invisible. Visible to 
Australia. 


II. A partial eclipse of the Moon, 


February 17th. This eclipse will be 
visible to the world generally, except 
Europe and Africa. 


III. A total eclipse of the Sun, 


July 29th. Visible commonly as a 
partial one, (to North America and 
north-eastern portion of Asia.) 
The 


eclipse will be total near to a line 
drawn through Kingston, Jamaica— 
Galveston, Texas—Denver, Colorado 
Virginia City, Montana—and Beh- 
ring's Straits, running into Siberia. 


IV. A partial eclipse of the Moon, 


August 12. Invisible to the Pacific 
Slope, except to Salt Lake, where 
the Penumbral shadow will be vis- 
ible for a few minutes after the Moon 
has risen. This eclipse will bs vis- 
ible to portions of all the continents 
of the world. 


V. A transit of Mercury, May 6. 


This transit will be visible to a largo 
portion of the world.

Star about February 2, June 2 and 
September 2G; and as Evening Star 
sbout April 15, August 13, and De- 
cember 8.

DENUDATION OF THE SIERRAS. 


Probable Effects on Ihc Climate of Aevuda and 


California. 


2 Virginia Enterprise.] 


It will be but a very short time be- 


fore we shall be able to observe the 
effect that stripping the pine forests 
from the sides and sammit of the 
Sierras will have on the climate of 
this State and California. 
In a few 


years every accessible tree, even to 
such as are only of value as fire-wood, 
will be swept from the mountains. 
Even now this has been done in some 
sections. This, we are informed, is 
the last season that the big wood 
flume leuding up into the Sierras 
from the neighborhood of Washoe 
City wi!! be used.' Not enough wood 
is left in thut region to justify the 
owners of the flume in keeping it up. 
Other sections must also be aban- 
doned. 


It is to be hoped that a new growth 


of pines or timber trees of some kind 
may spring up. on the ground that 
has been cleared, but we do not hsar 
that any such growth has yet started. 


Already one great change has oc- 


curred that is evident to the most 
ordinary observer, which is the 
speedy melting away of the snow on 
the mountains. 
It BOW goes off at 


once— in a flood— with the first warm 
weather of Spring, whereas formerly, 
being shaded and protected by the 
pines and other evergreen trees, it 
melted slowly and all Summer sent 
down to the valleys, on both the east- 
ern and western slopes of the Sierras, 
constant and 
copious streams of 


water. Instead of there now being a 
e;ood stage of water in our streams 
throughout the Summer, as in former 
times, there is a flood in the Spring, 
and whea this is passed by our rivers

LOOK OUT POll YOUR CLAIMS. 


Claimants of mining ground should 


no longer neglect to do the work 
necessary to hold their claims, as un- 
less they do so they will be liable to 
losa their rights, as the United States 
mining law of 1872 is very explicit 
on this subject. 
Section 17 of the 


law reads as follows: 


"In order to hold the possessory 


right to a location made sinca May 
10th, 1872, not less than one hun- 
dred dollars' worth of labor must be 
performed, or improvements m ade 
thereon, within one year of the date 
of such location, and annually there- 
after; in default of which the claim 
•will be subject to relocation by any 
other party having the necessary 
qualifications, unless the original 
locator, his heirs, assigns, or legal 
representatives, have resumed work 
thereon after such failure and before 
such relocation.

NEWSPAPER! 


History ofthe Washoe Connty Press. 


In October, 1862, the first news- 


paper published in Washoe county 
was issued at Washoe City. 
It was 


called the Washoe Weekly Times, 
Geo. 
Derriekson proprietor, and 


Gen. James Allen editor. 
In Jan- 


nary, 1863, Derriekson was killed, 
and the paper was continued under 
the same name by Gen. Allen as 
proprietor and editor. In October, 
1863, Gen. Allen suddenly fell dead 
one morning in his office. 
After that 


the paper was published by J. K. 
Lovejoy as editor and proprietor, 
and was called Tlie Old Flute. 
In 


18G1 the paper changed himds and 
•was 
afterwards 
published as the 


WasJtoe Weekly Star by E. B. Wil- 
son as editor and proprietor. 
On 


January 28, 18C5, the paper again 
changed hands, and was thereafter 
published as the 
Washoe 
Weekly 


Tim>jx by DeLashmut & Co., proprie- 
tors, and Chas. Spencer Clarke, edi- 
tor. 
On August 2G, 18G5, the paper 


again changed hands and waa there- 
after published by Prentice & Co., 
proprietors, with J-'.n C. Lewis as 
editor. 
On December 9, 1865, the 


paper again changed hands, and was 
thereafter published as the Eastern 
Slope, every Saturday, by J. C. Lewis 
as editor and proprietor, until July 
4, 1868, when the paper was re- 
moved to Reno, and issued every 
Saturday as the Reno Crescent, J. C. 
Lewis, editor and proprietor, until 
the 3ist day of March, 1874, when it 
was issued as a daily by the same 
proprietor, until May 10, 1875, after 
which it changed 
hands and wus 


published as the Democrat by Col. 
J. C. Dow, editor c.nd proprietor. 
It only lived a couple of months, and 
that was the end ol' the first news- 
paper published in Washoe county. 
On November 23, 1870, the first num- 
ber of the NEVADA STATE JOTONAL 
was issued—a weekly, published and 
edited by E. A. Littlefield, W. H. H. 
Fellows and J. G. Law. 
On Satur- 


day, Juuo 15, 1872, Messrs. Fellows 
and Powning became tlie proprietors 
of the NEVAD.I STATE JOURNAL, and 
it was continued as a weekly by them 
until February 19, 1873, when if. was 
issued a semi-weekly till April 1, 
1871, when it was issued as a daily 
and weekly thereafter. 
On Septem- 


ber 5, 1874, C. C. Povruing became 
the sole owner, publisher and pro- 
prietor of the NEVADA STATE JOUIUUL, 
and it has been continued by Mr. 
Powning us editor and proprietor to 
tho pi-ebont time. 
On March 28, 


1876, the first number of the Reno 
Ei-eninif fla-.cltu was issued by Alex- 
ander and llayden as publishers and 
proprietors, and has buuu continued 
as a daily to the present time by the 
samo proprietors. 
A weekly was 


also commenced a few months later 
than the daily. So Reno now boasts 
two dailies and two weeklies.
